FATALITY AT 
MOOSE JAW 


Section Man Run Over And Killed By 
Yard Engine. 


Moose Jaw Times: Death, sudden and 


terrible, was meted out to W. Skry- 
nyczuk ,a Galician, section hand in the 
local C. P. R. yards Saturday morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock. The unfortunate man 
was struck by avyard engine and death 
was almost instantaneous. No one ac- 
tually saw the accident, but the cir- 
cumstances surrounding it are these: 
The dead man was working under the 
| direction of Section Foreman Mr. J. T. 
Brightmore, who sent him to unload a 
car load of manure. He was working 
about a quarter of a mile west of the 
station near the elevator, and c-ose 1o 
what is called switch No. 4. After 
Skrypnyeznk ,had completed the task 
asaigned him it lacked but a few min- 
utes of twelve o'clock. He started to 
walk down the track toward the east. 
| He had not gone far 
when he passed the assistant station 
foreman, Mr. O. Carlson, The Galician 
stopped and informed Mr. Carlson that 
he had finished his work. With that 
he resumed his walk eastward on the 
main track. Just at that time the Im- 
perial limited came thundering along 
at a merry clip on its wa to the Pa- 
cific coast. The Galician saw the ap- 
proaching train and stepped from the 
track he was walking on to the centre 
of the one immediately to the south. 
It was at this juncture that yard en- 
gine No. 2029 with Engineer Campbell 


was alone, and 


at the throttle, came along from the 
opposite direction, and must have 
struck Skrypnycznk. At any rate it 


was but a short time afterwards when 
Assistant Foreman Carlson, looking 
along the track, saw the Galician. The 
body was lying on the centre of the 
track. Mr. Carlson rushed to the as- 
sistance of tha injured man and at once
